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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 31-56 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The examiner has not found distributed processing system that performs network site 
testing [e.g., requesting a service, as opposed to assessing capabilities, Amendment of 
August 2, 2004, page 14, lines 16-19, see also page 20, lines 27-29, characterizing claim 31 in 
the explanation of claim 33] using a sub-set [See Id., page 13, lines 13-15] of the total number 
of host distributed devices, (real client systems [See Id, page 9, lines 17-18], as opposed to a 
virtual system simulating multiple devices trying to perform the same testing), which performs 
load testing, specifically denial-of-service testing [See Id, page 10, lines 8-10], on a network 
site [e.g., internet web page, See Id., page 12, lines 6-10], by loading a software agent on the 
targeted sub-set such that the software agent is executed [specifically, the software agent is 
executed, as opposed to merely being scheduled, or loaded in the queue, See Id., page 15, 
lines 6-18] by the targeted sub-set at a pre-determined first time interval simultaneously [See Id., 
page 14, lines 4-7].
